His father, Col. J. B. Mayfield, was organizer and pro­ 
prietor of the Mayfield Wholesale Grocery company at Overton, 
a successful enterprise with 12 branch houses in N ortheast 
Texas. 
Earle Mayfield was educated in (he public schools of 
Overton and later was sent to Southw estern university, George­ 
town, Texas, for four years’ study in literary departm ent. After 
graduating at Georgetown he took a four-year course in the 
law departm ent of the University of Texas, graduating from that 
institution rn 1904. 
When he was 20 years of age in 1900, he 
was elected to the state senate on the prohibition ticket, carrying 
every county iii his district by a good m ajority. 
He was re­ 
elected to the state senate for three consecutive term s, each 
tim e against determined opposition. 
During his service in the 
senate he was one of the leaders in both the prohibition and 
labor parties. In 1014 he w as elected to the state railroad com­ 
mission and was re-elected to th at office in 1920. 
It is said that 
in his second race for the railroad commission he received a 
larger vote than any other candidate ever received in Texas. In 
1903, Mr. Mayfield m arried Miss Ora Lumpkin bf M eridian, 
Texas. Three children were born of this union. 
John P. May­ 
field, 17, is a sophomore at the University of Texas, and Earle 
and Ted Mayfield, his twin brothers, are 14 years of age.

Total square bales, 2 ,7 9 4 for 
the season. 
The highest price paid dur­ 
ing the season for cotton was 
23 5-8 for extra staple.

damage ta the staple and 
picking is in full blast now as 
the cotton is fully opened and 
all realize th at the sooner it 
is picked the safer. The' floods 
of last September wa re very 
disastrous, but if tho rains (ie 
not come this year until Sep­ 
tem ber 21 or 22, which is the 
equinoxial period, most of the 
cotton will be g a t h e r e d .

DANGEROUS TO EAT

MAKE DOVE MEAT 
DANGEROUS TO EAT 


W aco, Texas, Aug. 28. -A ttention 
has been called by some sportsm en of I 
McLennan county to the possible dan­ 
ger from eating doves, which may be 
killed right afte r the season opens, 
Septem ber I. 
It is stated th a t poi­ 
son has been put out in large quanti­ 
ties all over this county and section 
and doves are insect eaters to an ex­ 
tent, which makes it quite likely th at 
the birds might have a lot of poison 
in them when shot. 
It wll not be 
long, however, before the season for 
poisoning cotton is over, and 
after 
th at the bird* will probably be eaten 
freely. The bunting season for doves 
cames a month earlier than it should 
as many young birds hardly able to 
fly are killed by the vocarious hun­ 
ters. 
The early slaughter this year 
mny cause a num ber of persons to be 
poisoned by eating the little birds.
